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WORK OF TART 

A journey into South Jersey's cranberry coun- 
try connects a writer with a history he never 
knew he had. By Isaiah Thompson 

A few weeks ago. a fnend called to inform me that site had just 
beento the Mariposa Food Co-op in West Philly and found 
■yio cranberries!” 

The news, on its face, might not seem to have been particularly 
distressing. But I knewwhy the Mariposa Food Co-op didn’t have 
any cranberries - - and the explanation was distiessingiThe co- 
op and a handful of other local groceries (including the Fair Food 
F^rm stand at Reading Tbnninal Market) get their cranbeiries 
from f^radise Hill F^rms, a cranberry and blueberry farm near 
the town ofl^bemacle. in South Jersey, that has been operated hy 
my extended family for generations. The reason there weren’t any 
cranberries that day was that Mary Arm Thompson, my secimd 
cousin, who runs the farm, had suffered a serious health setback. 

It was a terrible thing to happen, and a terrible time forit Co hap- 
pen, cranberry-wise; Mary Ann hud been in the middle ofsupervis- 
ing fall harvest, whose timing (notcomdden tally) aligns with the 
peak of American cranberry consumption. An employee — hicki^ 

— had spotted her sitting on the ground by the bog and colled an 
ambulance.That was two days before Thanksgiving. 

By the time my friend called about the Mariposa Co-op shortage, 
MaryAtui was doing betterand is nowoutofthe hospital. Fred 


Wri^t, a cousin Td never met, was coming up from Bethesda, Md., 
tn make sure the harvest still happened. But it had been delayed 
and. in the meantime, Philadelphians lookingforThompson-fomily 
cranberries were coming home empty-handed or buying their cran- 
berries elsewhere. And that felt rotten. 

It felt e^eciolly rotten because, until a fcwwedis ago, Pd known 
virtually nothing about any of this — the bog. Mary Ann orthe faded 
glory of the family cranberry business. 

When I moved to Philadelphia three years ago, about the deepest 
coimection I folt to the place was that it seemed in ways to resem- 
ble my hometown, Chicago. The region was foreign to me — doubly 
so South Jersey, triply so the mysterious labyrinth of swamps 

and forest known as the Pine 
Barrens, at the edge of which 
9ts our little family bog. 

This summer. Iset off on a 
three-day hike through the Pine 
Barre n s, followiDgthe 30-mile 
BalbNa (Back to Nature) trail 
through the pineland wilderness. Fhl lowing that path off the high- 
way and into the seemingly endless forest. I felt something like an 
astrmaut floating out into the unknown. But H turns out I was wan- 
dering rightinto the boggy bowels of my own origin story. 

The sameecosystem that had lured me into the forest had also 
hired my great-greut-grundfather, Frederick Vernon Coville, to 
South Jersey in the eariy part of the 20th century. Coville. whose 
career as a botanist hud included such feats as expkring Death 
Valley (resulting in his apparently wildly popular 1893 book, Sotony

In between his botanical research, he had a son, andhissonhad 
adau^tec who is my grandmother. She had a son, who moved to 
Chicago.wherehehad as(Hr. whomoved m backto the Northeast:

light, past miles crfblueberTiea. 

Blueberries and oanberries are related, and both enjoy the aadic 
sancty soilof the Pine Barrens — a botanical affinity that fit nieefe: 
with the marriage of my grandmother, Marie Ortner, heiress of 
Coville’s blueberry work, and my grandfather, Vinton Thompson, 
a &rmer whose family had grown cranberries for generations. 

They met inhigh school and went to Cornell together. According to 
my grandmother, the young couple was nicknamed “The Berries," 
thanks to the marriage of their double -berried heritage. 

My immediate family and I now own no stake in the farm, and 
havenothingtodowith its operation. But my grandfather. Vinton 
Thompson, who died befcielwasbom.manageditforyeaTB.My dad 
used to drive ar(aind the bogs with his dad as a child. 

At that time, the farm employed mostly African-American labor- 
ers to pick the cranberries. These days, it's immigrants: The current 
work (Tew CCTiastB mostly of Cambo(fian immigrants from Hiilly. 
Fbr the last eight years or so. the crew's been gathered by Kim Thi, 
who immigrated frmn Cambodia in the early 19S0s, just after the 
frll of the brutal Khmer Rouge regime. He andhisrreweam about 
$12.50 an hour tn work the two-week-long harvest 

One thing that hasn't changed in all this time, incredib^.is 


much of the machinery, (the berries are still grown pcaticide-free). 
Once the berries aretruckedinfromthebc^ they're subjected to 
a clever sorting process, developed about 100 years ago. in which 
tb^ are dropped through a senesofwaoden alats.The good berries 
bounce and pass through; the bad ones don’t Upstairs, in an attic 
full of ancient machines, I came across a Joseph White Cranberry 
Assorting Machine, patented in 1906. Watching the cranberries 
make their shaky way down the assemblage erf shaky machinery is 
an exhilarating, if somewhat nerve-wrarking, trip back in time. 

There is, of course, a downsde tn attemptingmodem agriculture 
on 10&-yearoldmachineaWhenIcalledmyc(iusinFVed about 
coming to see the harvest, he cautioned with a tired voice that they

CP: Have you ncrticed changes in PhiUy’sdrug habits over the years? 

SC: When Ifirst got here, the major drug of choice in the city — the one that was caus- 
ing the most Izouble — was methamphetamine. That declined in the 1980s when crack 
got introduced Tire fburmajor drugs at present are marijuana, alcohol, heroin and 
cocaine — not in that order, fbople don’tseemto be dedicated tn a angle drug. And that 
causes lots oftroubles. 

CP: Do we differ from other cities? 

SC: There's a drug thatisavailablcinalMut six or seven cities — Baltimore and New 
York City are in that group — and that’s PCP. We have it, they have it. IBut unlike 
othercities]. Philadelphia didnothavearesurgenceinmethuse [in the 1990s]. 

CP: Isthis job frustrating?

He's sourced 
brass-die extruders, ceramic-lined pots and sheeters 
whoee high-speed motors and extru-hTm rollers imoduce 
pasta with a firm bite, mimicking the old country. Itie 
bells and whistles create noodles of peerless quality but 
they can’t save the crab-sauced malloreddus la Sardinian 
semolina dumpling) from asloppyglobofunicrema.No 
more than they can cause the beautiful bunrUes of lobster 
tortellini to ^rontaneously reproduce into something bet- 
ter resembling a $15 portion. 

Perhaps the dudr-proscrutto-frlJed agnolotti rrr the 
oorzetti“coins''clinging to braised goat are better beta? 

I didn't order either. But I can say that far each disap- 
pointment at n Pittore. there was a dish that exceeded 
expectationaThe black bass was a study in simplicity 
and restraint, pan -scared and plated with creamed spin- 
ach, dierry tomatoes, spicy sopressata and sweet rock 
shrimp. A tender involtino of veal hid black truffles in 
its tangy artichoke confrt stuffing, and the buckwheat 
polenta beneath wasjustdreamy.Fromnowon, Iwant to 
eat Brussels sprouts only if they come with warmed bur- 
rata and pine nuts. 

For all the restaiuants adding focacda to their bread 
ba^ets, Pittnre’s is the finest specimen, topped with 
grated f^rm and almost juicy with olive oil Wands of fai- 
nel-scoited grissini and firm baby ciabatta join the focac- 
da in the cloth-wmpped collection, a perfect introductory 
snack. The staffi refilled the basket even when I didn't ask 
for more, each round accompanied by afresh disc of room- 
temp butter beneath a tiny white porcelain dome, fleur de 
sel crystallized on its surface like frost on a windshield. 

Painter gives octopus-and-potate salad, the classic 
found in Italian port cities, an inspired twist. Tbntades 
get simmered in white wine, cooked sous-videforlO 
hours and crisped in a blazing cast-iron pun before ren- 
dezvousing with buttery pouched iingerlings and pickled 
beO peppers in a column that rises from a pool of zippy 
arugula piu^. Crunchy and soft, smoky and bright, rirh 
and austere, this antipasto packs multiple flavrn- and tex- 
ture cratrodictions, and I loved it. 

I also loved thesavory spin on the classic Christmas 
cookies, [Hzzelles. Speckled with rosemary, parsley and 
thyme, the thin, emerald-tinted waffle crisps were effec- 
tive crostini fbrPainter’scusterdy foie gras mousse 
served with spice-warmed lambrusco and apple-Prosecco 
jellies.
